Scandinavian countries got most 
of the quota numbers. 


For the first time, the 1965 act 


also placed a ceiling on immi- 
gration from the Western Hemi- 
sphere, a provision put i n by 
Congress over the vigorous op- 
position of the State Depart- 
ment. 


In place of the old quota sys- 


tem, the 1965 act set up a series 
of preference categories—the 
highest preference being given 
to the immediate 
persons already in 
States—within 
which 
visas 


would be granted in accordance 
with names of a waiting list. 


The new program was phased 


in over a three-year period and 
howls of protest began to arise 
almost immediately after the 
1968 deadline was reached. 


Among the loudest came from 


Ireland, which never came close 
to using up the big quota it en- 
joyed under the old system. It 
thus had no waiting list and was 
being largely shut out by the 
first come, first served policy of 
the new law.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Chief 


Justice Warren E. Burger ques- 
tioned today whether the Su- 
preme Court should take on the 
job of establishing jury stand- 
ards for the imposition of the 
death penalty. 


In fact, the chief justice sug- 


gested, the high court might 
leave the problem of whether 
there should be any standards 
at all to state legislatures. 


Burger raised these points as 


the court heard argument in an 
Arkansas death case that could 
determine the fate of hundreds 
of condemned men and women. 


His suggestion was rejected 


flatly by Anthony G. Amster- 
dam, a Stanford University law 
professor who represents WiJ.

lately? One of our readers 
has, and here's a letter from 
Ohio that may set you won- 
dering whatever happened to 
the good old days, when they 
rode scoundrels out of town 
on a rail:

h i g h - p r i c e d life insurance 
policy." 


That is one of the under- 


statements of the year. 


The policy i n s u r e s his 


granddaughter 
for 
$20.000. 


This sized juvenile policy at 
age 5, as sold by major, 
well-known insurance com- 
panies, carries a premium, 
disregarding 
dividends, of 


about $150 a year. Grand- 
father, in this case, is pay- 
ing a premium of $590 a 
year, in return for which the 
company generously hands 
him back a "guaranteed an- 
nual endowment" 
of $200.

Voters Are Heard 
Froffl-Yarborough 
Loses in Texas 


T 


he triumph of Senate liberals 
in twice blocking confirma- 
tion of Southern judges to 


a place on the United States Su« 
preme Court apparently will be 
short-lived, 


the public is beginning to be 


heard from—and what the liber- 
als are hearing is bad news. 


The liberals' anchor man in 


Texas, 
Sen. Ralph W. Yar- 


borough, was defeated for re- 
nomination in the Democratic 
primary Saturday by Lloyd M. 
Bentson, Jr., the latest count 
being 803,411 to 714,692. 


Yarborough voted against con- 


firmation of both Clement Hayns- 
worth, Jr., and G. HarroldCars- 
well for the supreme court. Tex- 
as was disturbed also by the fact 
that Yarborough voted against a 
bill by the late Sen. Everett M, 
Dirksen to restore the right to 
have public prayer offered in the 
public schools. 


But, finally, Yarborough lost 


much of his union labor support 
in the big-city voting, a vote 
that had been crucial in past 
victories. His opponent beut him 
in Beaumont and Orange in the 
Texas oil belt. 


Nothing surprising about that. 


Labor may be organized for its 
own special purposes but it thinks 
and acts just like unorganized 
Americans 
when the issue is 


basic and national. Yarborough 
was defeated because he voted 
against judges who might have 
tempered a supreme court which 
has grown too radical, and vot- 
ed against a bill which would 
have 
reversed 
the court's 


decision barring public school 
prayer. 


Texas isn't all of America— 


but last Saturday's decision is 
an omen of how the political 
wind Is blowing across the na- 
tion. 
Tax exemption 
kr Churthes 
Upheld 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court upheld today 7-1 
the tax exemption of property 
used exclusively for religious 
purposes. 


Chief Justice Warren E. Bur- 


ger said tax exemption is not 
the kind of sponsorship of reli- 
gion prohibited by the First 
Amendment to the Constitution.

He said a New York 
lawyer, Frederick Walz, whose 
appeal attacked the exemption 
in his state, failed to establish 
any real connection. 


Justice William 0. Douglas 


dissented alono. He said the 
present involvement of govern- 
ment in religion may seem min- 
imal. But, he said, he fears it is 
a long step down the path to 
government establishment of re- 
ligion. 


Burger wrote; "The grant of 


a tax exemption is not sponsor- 
ship since the government does 
not transfer part of its revenue 
to churches but simply abstains 
from demanding that the church 
support the state."

defeat of veteran liberal Sen, 
Ralph Yarborough in the Texas 
Democratic primary has given 
the Republicans a boost in their 
drive to win control of the Sen- 
ate. 


Top Republican leaders in 


Texas, including Rep. George 
Bush who is the GOP senatorial 
candidate, said before the pri- 
mary last Saturday they expect- 
ed to have a more difficult time 
defeating Yarborough than his 
conservative challenger, former 
Rep. Lloyd Bentsen Jr. 


The reason is that previous 


Republican victories in Texas, 
primarily the two triumphs of 
Sen. John G. Tower, have only 
come 
when Democrats 
have 


nominated strongly 
conserva- 


tive candidates, 
leading many 


liberals to vote for the Republi- 
can as the lesser of two evils. 


Bentsen's victory is likely to 


have a similar effect, especially 
since Yarborough was the lead- 
er of the state's liberal forces, 
and many of them will be out to 
get the man who knocked off 
their hero. 


The Texas primary is only the 


first in a series of such contests 
that could have a 
significant 


role in determining whether Re- 
publicans make the net gain of 
seven seats which they need to 
win Senate control this year.

a sweeping overhaul of a five- 
year-old law that was supposed 
to open a new era in U.S. immi- 
gration policy.

Canada, Mexico and Ireland;

posed legislative remedies. 


The latest proposal, offered 


by a key member of the House 
immigration subcommittee, has 
a chief aim of lifting current re- 
strictions on immigration from 
Canada and Mexico. 


The bill by Rep. Peter W-. Ro- 


D-N.J., also would make it 


easier for refugees from Com- 
munist nations to seek asylum 
in the United States, and would

grants. 


"The time is come," says Ro-

So Do Their

NEW YORK-(NEA)-The 


other evening a two-year-old 
child was admitted to a Man- 
hattan hospital with one arm 
b r o k e n , both eyes black- 
ened, cigarette burns on his 
shoulders and the look of 
starvation about the entire 
body. 


The child had been tor- 


tured by his parents. 


Nothing entirely extraordi- 


nary, actually. Some 2,000 
cases of battered children 
are reported in New York 
City each year. And the esti- 
mated child abuse rate for 
the nation is 250 per million 
people, or more than 50,000 
annually. 


So, question: What should 


the authorities, acting in be- 
half of the child and society 
at large, do with men and 
women who commit such 
crimes? 


Most of us would probably 


a n s w e r in anger. Arrest 
them, toss them in prison— 
and never again permit them 
to live with or even see their 
infant victims. 


But according to growing 


n u m b e r s of pediatricians, 
this reaction may be the 
worst thing a u t h o r i t i e s 
might do. Instead, doctors 
believe that such parents 
are not so much sadists as 
they are emotionally sick, 
and therefore therapy and 
family counseling are more 
justified than jail. 


The physicians feel this 


isn't bleeding heart psychia- 
try. Rather, just good socio- 
logical sense. Because, they 
say, 
rehabilitating the par- 


ents is often the best thing 
that can be done for the 
children themselves. 


Dr. E d m u n d Joyner. 


chairman of the Department 
of Pediatrics at Roosevelt 
Hospital, sums up the whole 
principle: 


"One thing I've learned in 


treating hundreds of bat- 
tered childreii is that they 
still Jove ifldjpe4 their par- 
ents—just iilii' a^y o t h e r 
tficis. A f t e r they've bean 
Healed here 3i tjhe hospital, 
and their pajreots come to 
take Uieni home, they don't 
act frightened. They run like 


crazy to give mom and dad 
a big hug. They don't want 
to be taken away, or put in a 
children's 
shelter. 
Despite 


everything, 
they 
want 
to 


continue living at home," 


Joyner qualifies his re- 


marks by noting that some 
children can't 
continue to 


live at home and that some 
parents are beyond help. He 
cites an example of a woman 
who beat her daughter be- 
cause she thought the child 
had been raped and "in ac- 
cordance with God's law" 
she was beating 
the evil 


away. Psychotics like this, 
says Joyner, are too danger- 
ous to be reunited with chil- 
dren. 


But such psychotics are ap- 


parently rare. Studies of child 
abusers indicate most par- 
ents of the type are dis- 
turbed only to the extent 
they can't help themselves— 
and thus may be redirected 
if help from the outside is 
provided. 


Dr. Ray Heifer, of New 


York's Catholic Medical Cen- 
ter, is perhaps the nation's 
foremost authority on bat- 
tered children and battering 
parents. He has probed thou- 
sands of cases and is into his 
second book on the subject. 


He's convinced that help- 


ing the parents, like treating 
the children, must be a regu- 
lar part of hospital work. 
And he believes such work 
is made easier because all 
such parents tend to follow a 
regular, identifiable pattern. 


Says he, sketching it: 
"Almost all abusing par- 


ents have histories of par- 
ental neglect themselves. So. 
never 
having had 
normal 


family affection themselves, 
they expect much more of it 
from children of their own. 
If they don't get it. then 
they strike back, usually at 
small children (five and be- 
low, 
because the age group 


can't testify) and often at 
only one target child in their 
litter." 


Heifer insists this pattern 


of parental history 
is so 


clear that he can predict, by 
asking questions, which par- 
ents are prone to abuse. He 
says, normally reared par- 
ents almost never brutalize 
their kids.

Would Triple 
Amout of Iron 
in Bread

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government proposes tripling 
the amount of iron in enriched 
bread to combat fatigue and low 
resistance to disease which iron 
deficiency anemia produced in 
many 
women 
and children, 


particularly the poor. Special- 
ists have yet to firmly estimate 
how widespread iron deficiency 
is. 


But Dr. Philip L. White, sec- 


retary of the American Medical 
Association's council on food 
and nutrition, said "Iron defi- 
ciency anemia is one of the ma- 
jor nutritional problems of teen- 
age girls, and indeed adult 
women as well," in testimons to 
the select Senate Committee on 
Nutrition and Human Needs. 


The Agriculture Department 


surveyed diets of 15,000 per sons 
one day in 19G5. It found that 23 
per cent of boys 12 to 14, and 38 
per cent of women and girls 9 to 
54 received less than recom- 
mended 
allowances 
of iron. 


White and the Agriculture De- 
partment both found these con- 
ditions especially affected the 
poor.

One irony of Iron deficiency is 


that as the nation's technology 
advances, the iron content of 
the diet diminishes. 


Because iron speeds oxidation 


— and thus food spoilage— proc- 
essors have become increasing- 
ly efficient at eliminating Iron 
from food. 


Bleaching 
and 
processing 


bread flour, for instance, re- 
duces its iron content by more 
than two-thirds. 


The primary sources of iron 


are bread and meat. 


Little can be done to enrich 


the iron content of meat. That's 
one reason the Food and Drug 
Administration, at the urging of 
the National Academy of Sci- 
ences and the baking and mill- 
ing industry, has proposed that 
the amount of iron added to en- 
riched broad and flour be tri- 
pled. 


The Food and Nutrition Board 


of the National Academy of Sci- 
ences has also proposed enrich- 
ment for cereal grains, but no 
action has been taken on these 
proposals. 


The recommended dally Iron 


requirements for adult men and 
women is from 5 to 10 milli- 
grams. The daily requirement 
for women during menstruation 
jumps to the 7 to 20 milligram 
range. For adolescents the re- 
quirement is 10 to 20 milli- 
grams. And for pregnant wom- 
en the requirement is 20 to 48 
milligrams, which can be satis- 
fied only with special supple- 
ments. 


Extended or severe iron short- 


age leads to anemia, constant 
fatigue and increased suscepti- 
bility to disease. 


The FDA presently limits the 


amount of iron in a one-pound 
loaf of enriched bread to from 
13 
to 16.5 
milligrams. The 


amount of iron permitted in en- 
riched flour Is from 8 to 12.5 
milligrams per pound, 


In response to the bakers' pro* 


posal, the FDA has proposed 
changing the tolerances to 50 to 
60 
miligrams 
for 
enriched 


bread and 32 to 38 milligrams 
for enriched 
flour. 
Standard 


bread and flour would not be af- 
fected, Bakers and millers say 
toe changes would not affect the 
taste, texture or appearance of 
bread.
